Forestry Being Taught ... 
At Kitti Wake To RA's 


For the first time Forestry is 
veing taught to the R. Ais Boys 
Fam dijferent Baptist church- 
es over the State of Mississippi. 
The camp will go on for five 
weeks, with a different group of 
boys each week. 

The Mississippi Forestry Com- 
mission has arranged for their 
local forester to conduct the 
course. Area Forester, Marion 
Parker of Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
Ranger of Hancock and Pearl 
River Counties i5 in charge of 
the different phases of Forestry 
being taught to the boys. 

Some of the things which the 
boys are being taught are: 

How to tell the different spe- 
cies of trees, their characteris- 
tics and how they survive under 
many conditions. Determine the 
ages of trees without cutting 
them down, how to figure the 
number of board feet in a stand- 
ing tree; determine the number 
of logs in a tree and how much 
it is worth standing and what 
the finished products will be 
worth. How to manage a small 
forest where it will produce it’s 
maximum return. 

Other things which 
taught: Fire prevention, and: 
suppression; how the towerman 
in the towers spot fires; how 
they tell the exact spot of the 
fire, and how the crews are dis- 
patched to the different fires. 
The boys are also shown the 
fire fighting unit in action, 
plowing fire lanes and the equip- 
ment used to suppress the dif- 
ferent kind of fires.
